BERKELEY, Calif., Sept. IS — On 
the wings ot a dry. hot wind that 
swept furiously from the landward,

The fire 
laid waste at least 600 buildings, 
including the homes of many weal­ 
thy and prominent citizens.

The hardest job ever undertaken by a human being is 
to try to force some one else to conform to the views of the 
other fellow. Every red-blooded man instinctively feels that 
he has a right to his own opinion and while a reasonable man 
can be influenced by argument and facts fairly presented, 
the same man will go to the stake before he will conform to 
opinions and usages contrary to his conscience. Ignoring this 
principle of the human makeup has caused untold misery 
and the shedding of rivers of blood, but it has always failed 
in the end. In ancient times the Romans displayed rare wis­ 
dom in governing conquered territory by permitting the, in­ 
habitants a latitude of freedom of thought, especially in 
religious matters, but later generations failed to profit by the 
wise example of the early Romans, and peace was a thing 
unheard of for centuries. The United States was the first 
nation to demonstrate that men can hold divergent opinions 
and still live peaceably together, each man conceding his 
neighbor the same right he insists on for himself. This has 
been the foundation stone of our government this founda­ 
tion cannot be disturbed without great danger to the nation. 


Instead of holding an election to turn the cabinet out of 
office, Spanish military leaders took a short cut by raising 
the flag of rebellion and making themselves mailers of the 
situation. The cabinet was forced out and a military dicta­ 
torship established. King Alfonso pretends to be satisfied 
with the turn affairs have taken and perhaps he is. Doubtless 
there is little to choose from in the way of parties or advisers. 
Through stupidity of her rulers during the past three cen­ 
turies Spain has dropped from first place among the Euro­ 
pean powers to a 
position 
altogether 
insignificant. Spain 
is rich in natural resources, but these have never been devel­ 
oped and probably will not be until there is less corruption in 
governmental affairs.

There was once a small Greek republic, so the story goes, 
that had a rough way of dealing with politicians who might 
disturb the peace of the community with agitation about fool 
legislation designed to put themselves in the spotlight. If a 
bill were introduced and failed to pass the author was taken 
out and strung up. Under such conditions a politician had to 
watch his step and be mighty sure of himself before attempt­ 
ing to put unwise measures through. A similar law with pen­ 
alties slightly modified, might have a wholesome effect in 
America where politicians of every hue are constantly keeping 
up a row through agitation for measures designed to catch 
votes rather than for the good of the community.

largest and most complete life boat 
in the world.

The new craft is fitted with every 
device man’s ingenuity

and she in 15 feet wide. She is 
driven by twin propellers in prot?**^

The engines are encased in sep­ 
arate Water-tight compartments. In
